Another Letter from Prof.

Juno 8rdj 1S75.- 
After having passed up * the FraseV, 

* and having seen the farming lands of 
the valley, I am in a position to state 
a few facts, regarding tho agricultural 
capabilities of the region passed 
through. At Yale tho Fraser is hem- 
med in by walls of rock, and conse- 
quently the river is both deep and 
narrow. Passing down tho river its 
bed gradually widens, then narrow 
Btfips of laml are formed between the 
mountains, which constantly get fur- 
ther apart, and between which the river 

k. zigzags from side to side — here form- 

" ing new lands, there washing it away 
— until "Westminster is reached. From 
Chilliwhaek downwards the river is 
•washing away the arable land at a ra- 
pid rate. In a few years many houses 
which aro 'now far from the bank, will 
eitlier bo removed by water or by 
man. At Sumas attempts have been 
made to stay its ravages, but with lit- 
tte^efloot, as its power seema to be ir- 
resistible. '.From Harrison river down- 
wards the valley varies from three to 
s«ven miles in width, and is altogether 
composed of alluvium, and is certain- 
ly tirst-rato land. The whole valley is 
heav.ily timbered, and all kinds of 
vegetation are Tery rank, indicating 
both heat and moisture, especially tho 
latter 1 .' ~ From a point fourteen miles 

» below ."Westminster a road is being 
built on the left bank oi tho river to 
connect. with the Cariboo road is com- 
pleted- there will bo an outlet at all seasom 
to the seaboard, and hence all i'urin 

a, produce can roach the coast at any 

r tjme. All parties who havo been up 
this-road agree in atating that it pass- 
es through a fine country, and that 
large quantities of Douglas pine and 
cedar are found in groves nearly all 
the way up. very little of what an 
Ontario man would call farming is yet 
done in tho valley, but now men arc 
constantly coming in, and with them 
many, pastern ideas. Industry and 
ec&nomy are words that seem to have 
no meaning in this country, and farm- 
ing without these can never pay here 
or any where else. At Sumas our cap- 
tain 1 paid forty-five cents per lb. for 
butter, and said that it was only lately 
be could got it at that price. At 'West- 
minster I saw farmers cursing the 
country, generally, but these men 
were tftvern 'loungers and not workers. 
The riyer was full of first-class salmon 
and tire river banks were lined with 
dead ''oolacaus" — a most de.hcious 

► little fish — but no whito man took the 
trouble to catch thorn. All wore caught 
by Indians and sold to the whites, who 
lounged around anil talked "railway" 
or imbibed at a "drinking place." In- 
dians and Chinameo r: ■ n. to do all 
tho work and tho white men do the 

1 drinking and bossing. The few new 
settlers. who havo settled in the valley 
aro. said to be doing well, but they aro 
only "cent" Canadians and value a, 
V bit" too highly to suit the gentry 
who got possession of tho country in 
the early times. I do not advise any 
Ontario people to como out hero, but 
if they do] and bring their Ontario ha- 
bits with thorn and keep to them, but 
few years will elapse until a now song 
will bo sung and the present cumber- 
ers'of tho soil will pass away or return 
to their own land, and a population of 
pure whites, possessing tho energy 
ndcessary to reclaim a wilderness from 
a state of nature, will bo tho owners 
of the Fraser Valley. 

At Yale tho traveller up tho coun- 
try ia'ehut in by tho "canyons" of tho 
Fraser, and for many miles passes 
through the most sublime scenery. As 
hp rides alon<r, on thu very margin of 
the river,, and gazes eitlier downward 
or upward, ho is lost in wonder or ad- 
miration at his surrounding. At his 
Very foot— in many places underneath 
hiai— flushes or boils .tho mighty ri- 
ver; on either hand riso tho mountains 
snow-clad to their, summits, and with 
innumerable little streams leaping 
from rock to rock as tboy rush down 
the sides. From Yulo to Boston Bar 
—a distance ' of twenty-five miles— 
there in a constant succession of lino 
yiews, Which throw into tho shade thn 
niijch lauded scenery of tho Central 
Pacific' through tho Nevndas. Just be- 
fore roocliing. ^Boston's Bar, tho first 
mountain, which prevents tho Pacific 
ri^ins from reaching tho interior, roars 
itself, to tho height of at least 4000 
ifl'ot. lSighteen miles farther on, 
JroJcms iaountaias closes in tho valley 



and cuts oil* tho littlo remaining mois- 
ture, so that tho country abovo tho 
mountains has the appearance of an 
arid desert. Tho Cariboo road passes 
over this mountain, and at tho highost 
point is 1,000 feet abovo tho water, and 
actually overhangs it. Lytton is a 
miserable place, consisting of a few 
tumbledown < 'd cabins, situated at 
tho confluence of the Fraser and 
Thompson Rivers. Scarcely a green 
thing greets tho eye, sago bushes, peb- 
bles and dust are tho prominent char- 
acteristics of tho locality. Tho whito 
female population is composed of live 
ladies, but tho male population is con- 
siderably in excess of that. Many In- 
dians were lounging about, and as 1 
was leaving tho village fully one hun- 
dred others arrived from tho upper 
country, mounted on ponies, dressed 
in every imaginable stylo, and with 
every variety of garment. Almost 
every pony carried double, generally 
the lady in front and tin- gentleman 
in rear holding on to her taper (?) 
waist. As they filed past I raised my 
hat and gave thorn a cheer and turned 
my face up the Thompson. I learned 
afterwards that they were to hold a 
great "Pot-latch" (free feed) the next 
day, and many of these had ridden 
ono hundred miles to attend it. 

During our next stage the "Prick- 
ley Pear" began to appearand every- 
thing betokened a land of drought. 
At Cook's Ferry -where 1 ' remained 
two days there is some farming done 
by means of irrigation, and excellent 
crops are raised, but without water 
nothing can bo done, as rain scarcely 
overfalls. At this point the "trail" 
to tho Nicola Valloy leaves the Thomp- 
son and wind up the Nicola river for 
probably forty miles. In conversation 
with settlers from the valloy I learned 
that there wero a number of Canadians 
settled in the valloy, and that they 
were doing well and were pleased with 
the country. One of my informants 
said there was room for about ten ad- 
ditional settlers, but no more. Nearly 
all the settlers aro stock raisers, and 
prefera wide cattlo range to neighbors. 
Cattle and horses winter out.and come 
out fat in the spring — so say the set- 
tlers— but to me it is wiser to house 
them, as I noticed that many of them 
had loft out then - bonos last winter. 
Any person going to the Nicola Vafiey 
can leave Victoria on Friday morning, 
and reach Yalo, at tho head of naviga- 
tion, on Sunday noon. FromYalo to 
Cook's Ferry is exactly eighty miles, 
which he can travel in ono day if he 
wishes. Travelling is very exoensive 
here, and fifty dollars is the lowest 
figure necessary to roacli Cook's Ferry. 
Ono dollar per meal, and twenty-five 
cents fur a "drink" soon run away 
with sparo cash, and few there be that 
abtains from the latter. 

The poople of tho mainland are much 
more loyal than their brethren of Van- 
couver. Ono hears loss about politics 
and more about the development of the 
country. In tho upper couujt^y the 
sentiment is on the sido of country; 
in Victoria the only-patriotism is that 
of tho pocket. Our statesman ought 
to legislato for British Columbia, and 
instead of building a railroad to benefit a 
few in Victoria they should vote a sum of 
money to build wagon roads through 
this upper country, and by that means 
encourago immigration, and open up 
the country both for mining and ag 
ricultural purposes. Without tho 
country is opened up by moans of 
{jood roads, the fewer settlers that, 
como hero tho better, and the married 
man who is doing comparatively well 
in Ontario had hotter stay where is.

The Wagon- Road— Necessity for 
Reconstruction. 



The worst part of the story of the 
occurrence on Yule road lust, Saturday 
is not told with the account of flu; 
disaster and the summing up of the 
direct damages which must, we fear, 
he paid by the country. Like the 
Alabama case there will be "conse- 
quential damages" of a very seriouy 
character. In the first place there will 
bo a serious stoppage of traffic over 
the main trunk road of the Province 
at the very soason most favorable for 
teaming. Large quantities of goods 
will bo detained at Yale awaiting 
transportation to the upper country. 
This stoppage will iuliict heavy loss 
on the merchants. Many teamsters 
have made time-contracts and will lie 
held pecuniarily responsible tor the 
non-delivery of freight within the spe- 
cified period. A small quantity of 
merchandize, to relieve the most press- 
ing wants, will probably be drawn to 
the "break," carried round it and 
placed in wagons detained mi the up- 
per side; but this, of course, will in- 
volve very heavy expense and will be 
a tedious process. Taking the direct 
with the consequential damages, at 
the very lowest calculation the loss to 
the Province will not be less than 
$100,000. It is a trite saving that "a 
stitch in time saves nine." A few sho- 
velsful of earth heie; a new timber 
there; a load of gravel in this spot, 
and a short piece of ciibbing in that, 
costing, for the season, — well, say, 
$5000,— would have prevented a great 
and disastrous stoppage of traffic, the 
effects of which will be felt for a long 
time. The fact is, the Government 
have now got to stare the grave re- 
sponsibility in the face of rebuilding 
a very large portion of theCaiiboo wa- 
grn-road, which through the parsimo- 
ny and cheeseparing of the Chief Com- 
missioner, has been allowed to fall into 
a state of decay and t^imbledownness 
that would disgrace a South American 
republic or a Hottentot village. The 
senior member for Lillooet pointed 
out this duty to them' in the House 
last spring and got laughed at for his 
pains. But the crisis is upon the 
Government, even earlier than was 
predicted; and now way3 and means 
and tools and men have got. to be rais- 
ed to place the road in order. From 
Yale to Cariboo the evidence coming 
in is the same: The road is untravel- 
ablo, unsafe, insecure; and men who 
venture upon it do so in many places 
at tho extreme peril of their lives. 
Perhaps we shall still be told that "no 
Reform is wanted" in tho Government 
or House. 



Mean, Cruel, Contemptible, 
Injurious. 

A week or two ago Mr. and Mrs. 
Lyne of Frederick struct, having no 
children of their own, adopted a home- 
less orphan girl. On Sunday the child 
was taken il! and a physician being 
summoned he pronounced the illness 
to be caused by a mild attack of small- 
pox. Mr. Lyne has been for many 
years one of four carriers who distri- 
bute tho large daily edition of The 
Colonist through that part if the city 
]}ing south of Yates street. As soon 
as the nature of the complaint was 
made known, Mrs. Lyne and the child 
were quarantined, and Mr. Lyne pro- 
cured the services of a competent per- 
son to distribute tho paper over the 
district covered by his route, he retir- 
ing from any connection witb it. This 
' arrangement will bo continued until 
all fear of contagion shall have 
passed away We would scarce- 
ly deem th ; a explanation ne- 
cessary were it not for the fact that 
the Government organ of this city, in 
its eagerness to injure tin; large and 
rapidly increasing circulation of Tin: 
Colonist — lias informed the public of 
of the existence of the small-pox in 
Mr. Lyno'H foully, and attempted to con- 
voy the impression that our paper is 
still being served on the route we 
have named by the regular carrier. 
Such, wo assure our numerous readers, 
is not the fact ; and whilst wo know 
that tho mean, contemptible and, un- 
der tho circumstances, cruel refer- 
ence to the misfortune that has over- 
taken Mr. and Mrs. Lyne through 
their charitable act, bus drawn 
down tho just indignation of all good 
citizens upon the publishers of tho 
organ we fear that tho injury will 
not be confined to the subscription- 
listof our contemporary. Hotel-keep- 
era and business men will feels jverely 
tho loss they must sustain through 
having published on Puget Sound 
and in California news that the small- 
pox exists at Victoria, when there is 
only one case in the Province and 
when there is not now and never has 
3weu the Blightentdanger of its spreading, 
}.t ib a pity the L;ical Government cannot 
Jiud better work for its organs than em- 
ploying them in running dowu the conn 
,try and inuring trade by stopping travel 
io our shores,

Thero are fourof v.a in oompauy. Wo have 
got our dam in, our sluices made and 
everything ready to go to work as soon 
as the water goes down, which is very 
high here at present. Wo expect to com- 
mence work in about three w-cl;.i. The 
season is ono month later this yoar than 
it was last. There has boon nothing now 
dniok on Negro Creek nor on tho Doloiro 
River.

will bo from 88 to 810 a day wlion work 
openB up.

Country. 

NAMES OF THE SCURVY-STRICK- 
EN VICTIMS. 

LAKETOWN, CA88IAH, 

, ' • Juno 21st, 1875. 

Fditor Colonist: — I think it pait of 
my duty to notify you of tho great suf- 
fering of tho Deioire pioneers from scur- 
vy. Four huvo died from tho said dis- 
ease and ton others had a narrow escape. 
The ouly thing that saved thorn was throe 
of the number coining Ou t on. the ice and 
getting lo.Luketown on 12th March, to 
report tho suffering that four of their 
number endured at tho time of their 
leaving them. 1 may mention tho date- 
Pith of February. We all subscribed at 
Laketown, and in two days wo dispatched 
one whito man and an Indian with me- 
dicine — rum, vegetables, potatoes, limo- 
juice, vinegar, etc., which tho sick men 
received in 16 days. Thoso who got horo 
on tho 19th inst. stato that only for 
what was sent from hero more than half 
of the sick men would have perished. 
The four who died were ailing all winter 
and were too far gouo by tho time thoy 
received tho medicines. Their names are: 
James Maxwell, a native of tho Stato of 
Maine, died April 13th, 1875; Henry A. 
Jackson, a native of Now Brunswick, 
died April lCth, 1875; Neil Sagan, a na- 
tive of Ireland, died April 23d, 1875. 
(These three aro buried side by side, 183 
■ t ..iloR up the Liard River. ) And August 
Nantz, a native of France, died April 22, 
1875, and was buried at his camp, 15 
•miles down stream from the others. The 
unfortunate men died easy deaths. They 
got frozen in with their boats on 24th of 
October, 1871; at that dffte thoy were up 
117 miles. They then went out prospect- 
ing upon tributaries until tho river was 
frozen over, so as to got to tho head 
waters. Nov. 16th— All hands proceed- 
ed up the river with 330 pounds of pro- 
visions to prospect on their way to tho 
head waters. The main river forks 200 miles 
up, the ono fork heads south, tho other 
northwest. Tho lastmentioned is clear 
spring water, tho other lake or swamp 
water. There aro ten very high peaks, 
whiob form a circle at tho headwaters. 
There were three of tho party within ten 
miles of those peaks from - which 
may bo commanded magnificent scenory. 
Towards tlin southward the country 
flattens; towards tho north aro scon tho 
Rocky Mountains. Ou tho 20th of Dec, 
both trenchos:, were open, and two feet of 
snow lay upon tho ground. Owing to 
the treacherous ice, they could not pro- 
ceed any further, January first they re- 
turned; severe weather, (quicksilver 
frozen) for seventeen days. Aftor tho 
20th snow storm after snow storm on to 
tl» 10th ol February; 12th the snow 
was melting off tuo trees by tho heat cf 
the sun. This mouth was mild all through. 

I will also mention the hardship tho 
three who arrived hern for relief encoun- 
tered. The first 60 miles thoy had three 
feet of soft snow to travel over, sinking 
with snowshoes on, from 6 to inches 
every step thoy tank. After that they 
had 150 miles pretty fair walking. The 
remaining part of tho journey was rough. 
Heavy snowstorm, and after snowstorm 
voiy cold with northerly wind. Two of 
thein got lame from sourvy; ono of them 
was so ill ho was for ly'iug down on tho 
way, ouly being forced along by his two 
"comrades. 

latest news. 
The latest news from thoxjiggings is 
that thero were one and one-fcurth oun- 
ces of gold found amongst 23meu. They 
sunk ono shaft -13 feet through blm clay, 
and struck water; and being in a pa.t of 
tho world whero thero wes no machinery 
to bo got, thoy had to abandon it. There 
are twelve men down thero going to proi 
pect all summer, (men wo can rely upon). 
Furs arc scarce in that part of tho coun- 
try. 

P. S.— Miners should guard themselves 
against such as thoso who made glowing 
reports that created tho excitement last 
fall, aud recorded claims on two different 
creeks. When the truth Jbecamo known 
they did not drivo a stake on either of 
the oreeks, and thoso who went after 
them could not raise a colour.

Lake TowN.Deaso Cr£ek,Juno 25. 

EdItob Colonist: — Dear Sir, — I ar- 
rived at this place on the 12th, and 
finding that the lake had just brokan 
and was filled witn ice, I broke my 
way thfougli with a boat. The season 
is very backward, very little work has 
boon uoiio. A large freshet occurred 
immediately after my arrival and car- 
ried away all the wing-damn on this 
creeks The loss to the miners is Baid 
to be about $2OO,fiO0. The water is 
much higher than was anticipated. 
Many "1 the wing-dam:; will not bo 
rebuilt. [ anticipate vory dull times 
here this Rummer. Easiness tit the 
present time is very stagnant: with but 
liltlo prospect of being better. Par- 
ties tire daily leaving hero on pros- 
pecting expeditions, somo to tho head 
waters of the Stickeen, others to Mc- 
Durno and Thibort Creek; I oxpoet to 
leave in a few days for lie Damn creek 
and if I do not find good diggings I 
shall start across the country bo. the 
Tacoo River. I am detenriiuod to find 
good diggings or die h\ the country; 
if thoy aro not found between hero 
and the Tacoo River I shall eonoludo 
thai there is no gold in tho country 
worth working for. Of tho men who 
went down the Deioire River last fall 
a few have returned and report their 
companions sick with the scurvy, aud 
no gold in the country, and havo Hont 
down parties with provisiona and med- 
icines to bring (hem out. 

The trail is opon and there are plen- 
ty of provisianshere, PaalNtrains aro 
running all the tune. Tho bridge 
across tho tirst north fork of tho Stick- 
pen River, whioli has lately boon ro- 
built, was washed away hy tho lato 
freshet. 

I will write to you again in. tho fall 
aud iniorra you as regards my pros- 
poets.
